Revised Vet Replacement Plan

Dry- 
ness is guaranteed by enclosing a8 
dehydrating agent, or drawing out 
the moisture-laden air and pump- 
ing in nitrogen, which will not 
cause corrgsion, he said. 

The “canning” process, which 
costs about five per cent of the 
cost of the guns, will save the tax- 
payers. millions of dollars a year, 
Col. Bricker pointed out, by entire- 
ly eliminating heavy year-to-year 
maintenance costs, including an- 
nual inspections and treatment. 
Under the old method of storage 
maintenance of a major piece of 
artillery cost about $5,000 a year. 

After guns are “canned,” no fur- 
ther attention. is necessary, Col. 
Bricker said, and outdoor storage 
is adequate.

More Homes 


Needed for 
Servicemen 


“How ‘do they think we all got 
hére? Haven't they heard the 
story about the bees and the 
flowers?” 

Capt. Roddy Brandes, of Char- 
lotte, N. C., now stationed at the 
Atlanta Army Air base was joking 
about the attitude of landlords 
and landladies toward renting to 
families with children. But Capt. 
Brandes was in dead earnest 
about wanting a home for his wife 
and nine-month-old baby, as he 


waited in the home placement of- | 


fice at the USO-Servicemen’s 
Center yesterday. 

A total of about 300 children 
of servicemen averaging three to 
a family, are now needing places 
to live, acording to Edith Howe 
Davis, chairman of the home 
placement volunteer workers at 
the center. 

“People in Atlanta have been 
wonderful. I don’t believe they 
are aware themselves of what a 
tremendous job they have done 
in meeting the war emergencies 
here. But we still have a héart- 
breaking problem, trying to per- 
suade them to rent to families 
with children,” she said. 

“These discharged veterans and 
the military personnel not yet re- 
leased but here, have done their 
job, and now they want to come 
back to what they’ve been fight- 
ing for—home and family. We 
can’t brush them off just because 
the war is won. And it is bad 
for their morale to have such a 
tough time.” 

Families with as many as eight 
children on down, with monthly 
requests averaging close to 3,000, 
spend many hours in the home 
placement offic: while the tele- 
phones and volunteers work in- 
cessantly, Mrs. Davis said. Baby 
formulas are often prepared at 
the center and a play pen is kept 
there for frequent use. 

But, despite the heartbreaks, 
luck sometimes breaks too. Like 
the time when the colonel, who 
had been stationed in Alaska, ar- 
rived in warm weather and laugh- 
ingly demanded an air-conditioned 
residence. Within two hours 
someone phoned in an offer of an 
air-conditioned house. The colo- 
nel was so impressed by the ef.- 
ficiency of the service that there- 
after he sent hordes of people to 
the office—most of whom could 
not be so lucky.

In School Buses, Says Panel 


This is another in a series of articles, based on findings of the 
education panel of the Georgia State Agricultural and Industrial 
Development Board, on the condition of Georgia schools and what’s 


being done to improve them.

Thousands of Georgia children are transported to school daily 
in buses which are unsafe and many of the drivers are not qualified, 
the education panel of the State Agricultural and Industrial Develop- 


ment Board has found. 
The panel findings included: 

_. “The bus bodies are not made 
of steel: the glass in ,windows 
and windshields is not of the 
safety type; no emergency doors 
are provided; no. windshield 
wiper is provided; brakes are de- 
fective: tires are defective; ex- 
hausts release dangerous fumes; 
rear visibility is defective; no 
first aid kit is provided; stops 
are made at dangerous points on 
the highway, and the buses are 
greatly overloaded.” 


Continuing, the panel said, “the 
foregoing dangerous conditions 
are further aggravated” because 
many of the drivers are not prop- 
erly qualified. The panel asserted 
this was evidenced by records of 
violations of safety rules, such as 
failure to give proper signals, 
improper supervision of pupil 
loading and unloading, reckless 
driving and drunkenness. 

“Thousands of pupils are sub- 
jected to conditions which are 
detrimental to’ their health,” the

panel reported. “Some:of these 
conditions are lack of heaters in 
buses, badly overcrowded buses, 
and home-made bodies on almost 
300 buses. Many are not even 
waterproof. 

“Many children are on buses 
more than two hours daily, and 
many are required to lose an hour 
Or more each day while waiting 
for school buses to make the first 
of two or more trips. Often these 
waiting periods are under condi- 
tions of exposure to inclement 
weather.” 

The data for the study was gath- 
ered from a scientific sampling of 
179 individual buses, school bus 
inspection records for 2,242 ve- 
hicles, department of public safe- 
ty records on school bus accidents 
in 1943 and 1944, and other 
sources. 

Declaring that conditions were 
found which needed immediate 
action, the panel prepa®ed propos- 
ed legislation to bring improve-' 
ments. The bill passed the senate! 
at the 1945 session of the general 
assembly and will be up for final 
action in the house at the abbre- 
viated adjourned session next jan- 
uary. 

The proposed legislation gives to 
the county board of education the 
responsibility of providing means 
for the transportation of pupils 
and school employes, for the con- 
trol and operation of all school 


making rules and regulations to 
control their operation. 

The bill empowers the county 
boards to purchase school buses 
and supplies subject to the approv- 
al of the state board of education. 
It also authorizes the state pur- 
chasing department to buy bus 
equipment and supplies for coun- 
ty boards, subject to the state 
board’s approval. 

“It is believed that the enact- 
ment of the pending legislation is 
the first step necessary to bring 
about badly needed improvements 
in school transportation,” the edu- 
cation panel concluded.

One could look at the well- 
handled piece of paper and know that over it had bent for many 
hours the face of some person, greatly intent on becoming articu- 
late, on putting down on paper some of the great thoughts and 
emotions surging within them. 


There were some poems delivered in person or by letter: 


“I wish you would publish this. My son sent it to me. I treasure 
it more than anything I have ever had sent me in my life.” 


You took it, knowing she meant it. 


You read it. Almost always it was a struggling rhyme, laboring 
on its deformed iambic feet. Yef even so, you were touched by it. 
The son, lonely in a far country, or on some ship, seeing the sea, 
mysterious and mighty, about him, had tried to put down some of 
his own emotions and his love for his mother. » 


It was no wonder she treasured it more than a String of pearls 
of great price, more than a coat of mink or neckpiece of silver fox. 


Her son was speaking to her emotionally, and the. intangible, 
untranslated link between a mother and her son was answering 
him back. 


jt was not possible to say to her, “I understand this. Between 
you and me it is beautiful and it is worth treasuring. This is some- 
thing very personal and very fine and sweet. But if we publish it as 
a@poem those who don’t know its story will laugh at the crudity of 
its meter and its rhyme. They will not understand and will be 
cruel.” 


It was not possible to say that. So, you took it and you said, “I 
will try to get it in. But, you see, every day we receive a dozen or 
more poems. We cannot publish them all. But if we publish one 
or two, the others are hurt and ask why your poem was better than 
their own. So, we had to make a rule not to publish any.” 


An old man came in some weeks after Roosevelt's 
Roosevelt death. He had a sheet of paper in his hand, and 
he said, his voice trembling, “I had to say something about the 
President.” He had written: 


“Mr. Roosevelt, 

For you I have felt 

My own soul die 

And my own heart cry.” 


“That’s really very nice,” I said. “It’s a little short, but it says 
enough. Maybe he will see it and read it and appreciate it. You 
never can tell.” 

“It’s no good,” he said. “I have tried and tried. I never tried 
to write a poem before. But when he died I knew I had to try 
and write one. Has anyone written a good one about him?” 

“Yes,” I said, “Byron wrote the poem about his death many, 
many years before Mr. Roosevelt was born even.” 

And I got him that passage from Byron's “Faliero,” which so 
fitted the death of Franklin D. Roosevelt, and read it aloud to him: 


“ s,. . They never fail who die 

In a great cause: the black may soak their gore, 
Their heads may sodden in the sun; their limbs 

Be strung to city gates and castie walls— 

But still their great spirit walks abroad. Though years 
Elapse, and others share as dark a doom, 

They but augment the deep and sweeping thoughts 
Which overpower all others, and conduct 


The world at last to freedom.” 
He sat rapt, tears in his eyes. “Let me have a copy of that,” 
he said, “and I will go.” 

There were more than 70 poems about Mr. Roosevelt's death 
in our mail and all of them spoke out of hearts full of genuine 
emotion. , 


Genuine We had all sorts of poets. One day a very fat lady 

came and insisted on reciting two. Then she informed 

us she had set them to music. She sang them to us and went away, 

quite satisfied. A poet wants but little out of life. An audience, no 
matter how small, will do. 

There were poems which were so ridiculous one had to laugh 

at them, Yet our laughter was never meant. Many.were bellicose: 


“We are going to hit them Japs 
Some very hard raps 


Yet most of them had the soul of poetry in them, even though 
they struggled for rhymes and would not “count.” Awkward, badly 
phrased, they revealed indeed that “the heart of this nation is 
sound, the spirit of this nation is great.” 

You tecame very humble, thinking of all the great millions. of 
people, stirred by great thoughts and emotions; aroused by sorrow 
and sacrifice, struggling to become articulate and turning to poetry 
as a means to make their feelings known. 

So, I am quite sincere when I say that the greatest tribute poetry 
has ever had was all the bad poetry written during the war. It 
was thrilling and made one more confident about the future. The 
tragedy too often is, the wrong persons are articulate,

Tourist Business 
Boom Is Sought 


Believing, as Gov. Arnall has said, that it is 

easier to “pick a tourist than it is to pick cot- 

ton,” Georgia is preparing the ground for a 

bumper crop of tourists, now that wartime travel restrictions are 

being lifted. The Governor thinks Georgia can make more by 

“baiting the trap to catch tourists as they head for Florida,” than it 
can by bending its back over a cotton patch, 


The State Agricultural and Industrial Board has cited the mil- 
lions of dollars tourists spend annually in Virginia, Florida and 
other states which lure visitors to historic, scenic and recreational 
sites. Georgians are eager to develop and advertise their own 
neglected Indian mounds, battlegrounds, natural phenomena—such 
as Okefenokee swamp and Stone Mounthin—and historical sites— 
such as the Dahlonega gold mine and government mint—and parks 
and playgrounds, both on the mountains and on the seashore. 


This is evident from the interest shown in every community 
visited by Lee Trimble, director of the ANID tourist group. The 
ANID board has laid a surprisingly large amount of plans to de- 
velop Georgia into a tourist state. Some of these plans will re- 
quire a lot of time and a lot of money to carry out—such as the 
proposal to enlarge Vogel State Park from seven cabins to at least 
100 cabins, build a large modern lunchroom there, and build 
access roads to the park. Many of these expensive projects would 

financed on a self-liquidating basis. The Governor has told the 
board the state will begin spending on a moderate scale to de- 
velop the tourist resorts. While the board is waiting for costly 
material development of these sites, however. it is busy preparing 
a gigantic educational and publicity campaign for both the people 
of Georgia and the out-of-state tourists. It has a staff gathering 
information and pictures on all Georgia's historical sites and tour- 
ist-interest centers—information that will be turned loose to glam- 


orize Georgia into a tourist state. 
9 It is amusing a disturbing to 
What Have You Got! watch an average Georgian when you 


say to him: “I have a few hours to kill in your home town: what 
is there to see there?” Trimble says the fellow will scratch his 
head and, visibly bewildered, try to remember some points of in- 
terest . .. and, if he does recall their names, he can’t direct you 
to them. That, of course, has a demoralizing effect on tourist de- 
velopment. If the inhabitants of a community knew or believed 
they had the most unusual historical site on earth; knew its story, 
and were “beating the drums” to attract attention; if the inhabitants 
knew what their community had, it would greatly encourage visitors. 


Trimble has an answer to this problem—an answer “hat can be 
activated immediately. That is a training school for the “service” 
workers. The ANID board plans to have a lecturer tell the filling 
station operators, waitresses, hotel operators, policemen, and others 
what the community has to attract tourists. Then take these people 
to visit these historic centers. Then provide them with pamphlets 
about the historical sites to hand to visitors. 


This adult trainfng would be in addition to a youth program 
conducted in schools, and among Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts and simi- 
lar organizations. The ANID board has selected the tourist in- 
dustry as one of the three major developments to be pushed in the 
immediate postwar period. Apparently it isn't just kidding about 
making Georgia a tourist state.

Our support of Franco, which no.

Whey he and other army offi-| 
cers, supported by Hitler and Mus: | 
solini, started their rebellion) 
against the Spanish government, | 
they controlled the better part of | 
the army and its equipment. | 

The government had _= small | 
chance to survive unless it could 
import arms. Under international 
law it had every right to make un- 
limited purchases in America, and 
we could not prevent such pur- 
chases without becoming an ally of 
Franco. (No nation can support a 
rebellion in another without com- 
mi4ting an act of war.) 

Though determined to help 
Franco, our government lacked the 
moral courage and honesty to do 
it openly. It was done by subter- 


fuge. 

We hastily passed a “neutrality 
act” to prevent shipping muni- 
tions to either side in Spain. 
title of the act was a deliberate 
deception. It may have fooled a 
few simple congressmen, but ev- 
everybody else knew the purpose 
of the act was to help Franco. 

Under ordinary circumstances, 
such a momentous change in na- 
tional policy would have been de- 
bated for weeks; but the measure 
was rushed through under enor- 
mous pressure, for a ship was be- 
ing loaded with munitions bought 
by the Spanish government. Even 
so, the ship almost got clear. A 
government boat, under orders 
from Washington, overhauled it 
before it got beyond the three-mile 
limit.

Slavs Are Seeking Unity 


PRAGUE.—The White Knights of Blanik are riding—with red 
stars on their shining helmets. ; 

They are the Bohemian folk heroes who, according to the legend, 
have been asleep with their white horses in a great cavern in the 
center of Mount Blanik for 1,000 years. They would wake and ride 
again in the time of the land's greatest peril. Once more their 
swords would cleave the skulls of German and heathen. 

These White Knights may be considered symbols of the great 
resurgence of Pan-Slavism throughout this land, where idealist 
visions picture the revival of the great empire of Svatopluk at the 
beginning of the ninth century and others dream of the glories of 
the Bohemian kingdom of Charles IV in the fourteenth century. 

Sorrows and sufferings of the past seven years have brought 
to the people of Bohemia, Moravia and Slovakia a keener con- 
sciousness of race and of oneness with Slav peoples everywhere 
than they have known for many generations. This is bound to 
have far-reaching repercussions. 

It may account largely, for example, for the popularity of the 
Russians, regardless of any differences in economic philosophy. 


Czechoslovakia wants to be the Slavie 
Czechs Involved homeland. This honor never could be 


claimed by great Russia itself, with the Asiatic strains in its blood, 
nor by Yugoslavia with its Mediterranean admixtures. The only 
rival might be Poland, which apparently has shown no aspirations 
in that direction. The nation wants to bring home the Slavs scat- 
tered in other parts of Europe still under alien governments. Above 
all, there is a strong niovement, without much official sanction, for 
realignment of boundaries to take in territories considered his- 
torically Slav—althougn they may not actually have had a pre 
dominant Slav population for centuries. 

One of the worst hot spots on the map of central Europe is 
the approximately 5,000 square miles of Luzice, an ear-shaped pro- 
jection reaching from the northern frontier of the Sudetenland 
almost to Berlin. It has a population of nearly 1,500,000. About 10 
per cent of these are Wends, members of a Slavic group closely 
related to the Serbs. 

Especially during the past generations they have been largely 
absorbed by the great German majority. They speak only German. 
They have served without distinction in the German forces. They 
are considered part of the enemy nation. The Wends have never 
lost the consciousness that they are Slavs, not Teutons. The Ger- 
mans never have let them forget it. 

Since the close of the war, the Wends have formed a national 
council and have sent two memoranda to Marsha) Stalin, to whom 
they look as the leader of Pan-Slavism, outlining their objectives 
and seeking Russian support. First they ask that they be con- 
sidered not as Germans but as a liberated Slav nation. Secondly, 
they ask that Wend prisoners of war be distingufshed from Ger- 
mans and immediately liberated. 

One relatively simple solution would be to exchange Wends for 
the Sudeten Germans Czechoslovakia is determined to expel. This 
the Wends oppose on the grounds that they speak only German, 
and that their tribal roots are in Luzice. Obviously what they 
desire is the annexation of the territory by Czechoslovakia. 

Stalin, so far as is known, has not replied to these memoranda, 
and responsible Czechs are none too enthusiastic about it. They 
want to be rid of minority problems. Annexation of Luzice would 
mean that, after de-Germanizing the Sudetenland, they would have 
almost half as many Germans on their hands again to constitute 
another troublesome minority. 

But among the Czech people, inspired by the Pan-Slav ideal, 
there is much agitation for the annexation. The Czechs would not 
be satisfied merely with the Sudetenland solution. They dream of 
the restoration of the old borders of the Bohemian empire. 

Quite different is the attitude towards the little province of 
Ruthenia, on the eastern edge of Slovakia. This has been ceded 
to Russia as a gesture of friendship. It also comprises about 5,000 
square miles, but has a population of less than a million. Hun- 
garian territory before the last war, its economic level remains quite 
low. The Czechs were glad to be rid of it. Definite Russian 
boundaries have not yet been fixed. 

Another difficult problem is that .of the small area around the 
town of Teschen on the Czech-Polish\ frontier. Through this runs 
the Olza river, which was fixed by the council of ambassadors in 
1920 as the international boundary. he Czechoslovak portion was 
seized by the Poles after Munich. e area is not only an important 
industrial section but is the most important railway junction con- 
necting Bohemia and Moravia with Slovakia. Both nations claim 
the whole area on historical grounds. All the prominent Czech 
papers urge that the nation never give up Teschen, régardless of 
Polish pressure,

LONDON—This is more on 
what I’ll be remembering as I ride 
the .bounding main back to the 
land of the free. This is a tough 
Situation over here. We’re heavily 
involved and it’s not by any means 


‘certain that we’ve got our best 


representation in the field. All 
sorts of funny-looking Americans 
are beginning to show up now 
wearing queer sorts of shoulder 
patches on officer’s uniforms. 


As the Army moves out the 
records unfortunately will reveal 
that there’ve been plenty of joy 
raiders over here in berths of per- 
fect safety. There are plenty who 
are undoubtedly sorry that it’s 
over. There are plenty who have 
fallen into the wine at our ex- 
pense. We had to overlook a lot 


‘then because we were in trouble. 


At this point, however, we've just 
bought something at a very high 
price. We need some good peo- 
ple to protect it for us instead 
of the broken-down parsons and 
broad-beamed refugees from an 
ironing board stumbling around 
over here in abortions of the mil- 
itary uniform.

The 
American Red Cross has distribut- 
ed to the French people 10 1-2 
million dollars worth of supplies 
including food. The U. S. Army 
at this moment is turning over 
to them the vast stores of unused 
medical supplies we had in the 
country. Powdered milk and oth- 


‘er foods are being brought from 


the States for the benefit of the 
undernourished French children, 
and you can believe this or not, 
as you will, but I’m quoting high 
authority when I tell you not one 
word of thanks has been given, 
no publicity has been given these 
benefactions and, unless the re- 
cipients have passed it by word 
of mouth, the bulk of the French 
public doesn’t even know about it. 

One school of thought maintains 
it’s because the French newspa- 
pers are Communistic in their 
politics and are out to do- their 
share toward whittling down the 
United States as a capitalistic 
power. Another says there’s a def- 
inite and deep-dyed plot to dis- 
credit the United States in all 
parts of Europe.

_ When it is recalled that typhoid 
is spread by the housefly and that 
typhus is spread by the hody louse, 
the rat flea and the bed bug, and 
that malaria and dengue and yel- 
low fevers are spread by certain 
types of mosquitoes, we get an idea 
of the importance of this wonder- 
killer, DDT.

WASHINGTON — The people 
who think of the GI bill’s re- 
adjustment allowances as “unem- 
ployment pay” not only warn that 
any money paid to a veteran as a 
readjustment allowance will be 
deducted from any future bonus 
he may some day be paid, put 
they also warn it’s a one-way bank 
account—when the ex-service man 
has drawn it out nothing more 
goes back in. 

Both claims are true. If there's 
any bonus voted for vets, any 
money paid out by the govern 
ment to a veteran under the GI 
bill will be deducted before he 
gets his bonus. 


And it’s as obvious as a drop- 


ped handkerchief«that if a vet is| 


entitled to 24 or 33 or the top of 
592 weeks of readjustment allow- 
ance and he takes it, then it’s gone 
and there is no more. But I’ll be 
dogged if I can see any difference 
between taking your readjustment 
allowance now or taking it later 
as a bonus. 

If you don’t have a job now or 
can’t get a suitable one, you're 
faced with about two choices. You 
can take a job that maybe you 
know you won’t like or a job in a 
war plant, or you can try to col- 
lect your $20 a week readjust- 
ment allowance, as provided in 
the GI bill. 

A congressman has proposed a 
bill which would give all qualify- 


‘or not. He said that would be a 


true readjustment allowance.

Or maybe he. said “laziness”—I've 
forgotten the exact word. 

See what he was getting at? He 
knew what he was talking about. 
The term used at present in the 
GI bill is “readjustment allow- 
ance.” And maybe that’s what 
congress intended it to be—not 
Strictly “unemployment pay’ as 
it’s come to be c&lled. 

The word “suitable.” used sev- 
eral times in the readjustment al- 
lowance title of the GI bill. is sig- 
nificant. If the ex-service man 
“leaves suitable work” or “fails to 
apply for suitable work.” he isn’t 
supposed to be allowed to draw 
/any readjustment allowance. But 
| what is sultable work? 

Is a job with absolutely no per- 
|manence a suitable job? If the ex- 
| service man knows he won't like a

| type of work or knows he can’t 
|ever qualify for it, is that suitable 
work? 

Many answer “no.” They claim 
the veteran should be given the 
chance to get into work he wil] 
like—and a job that will last War 
work or a war plant job isn’t per- 
manent. When a cutback or recon- 
version comes, the veteran, despite 
the efforts of some government 
officials, may be among the first 
to be laid off. 

Perhaps it’s not a bad idea for 
| veterans to figure that suitable 
| work means work with a chance 
of being permanent. This would 
mean that the GI bill’s readjust- 


‘ment allowance would help finan- 


| cially until the ex-service man can 


get a “suitable” job.
